Cooperative  Education  courses 
are  offered  to  juniors  and  seniors 
interested  in  learning  about  ca- 
reers and  opportunities  through 
classroom  activities  and  first- 
hand experience. 

The  students  w/io  are  seen  sell- 
ing candy  and  sweatshirts  in  the 
school  store  are  a  part  of  the  dis- 
tributive education  program.
